|The only way out of what Sir Donald 
Maclean called “a gross mistake,” -there- 
fore, was to cut Britain’s losses, withdraw 
all the forces to Basra, as Mr. Asquith 
suggested two years ago, and leave the 
Arabs. to fight their tribal batiles in 
peace. 
Criticism is easier than construction, 
and Mr. Chugghill had a ready answer 
to, every argument. He ridiculed the sug- 
gestion that Britain, having sunk over 
£100,000,000 in Mesopotamia, ought now 
to run away from it, abandoning her 
hard-earned money to the greedy grasp 
of warring tribes. Expenditure was being 
reduced every day. It had fallen first 
from £35,000,000 to £27,000,000 and then 
to between £9,000,000 and £10,000,000. 
Next year, if all went well, Mesopotamia 
would cost only £5,000,000, while still 
further reductions might be expected in 
the course of time. Furthermore, while 
the Arabs seemed to have some kind of 
prejudice against the word ‘“ mandate,”’ 
the loss of Britain's support was the last 
thing in the worl which they wanted. 
The Colonial Secretary indicated that 
negotiations were in progress in Bagdad 
with a view to the readjustment of 
Britain’s relationship to Mesopotamia in 
such a way as to get rid of the mandate 
in its present form and to satisfy the 
Arabs’ amour propre by the conclusion of 
as between . equal 
He gave the House of Commons 


a treaty sovereign 
Powers. 
very clearly to understand, however, that 
the Government had no intention of cutting 
its losses. For better or for worse, Britain 
has assumed responsibility for. Mesopo- 
tamia, and she will not’ shirk her task. 

' We agree with Mr. Churchill that the 
abandonment of Mesopotamia would stultify 
the whole Middle Eastern policy of the 
British Government and would be very 
bad business. The oilfields of Mosul 
represent untapped wealth which scarcely 
can be estimated in terms of pounds, 
shillings and pence. Palestine, how- 
ever, is quite a different matter. Here 
Britain has nothing to gain and everyihing 
to lose by persistence in her present 
policy. The Palestinian Arabs are deeply 
resentful of the ascendancy status which 
has been accorded to the Jews. The latter 
constituted only seven per cent. of the 
population of Palestine ; yet virtually the 
whole administration of the country is in 
their hands, while the Rutenberg con- 
cession gives Jewry an economic strangle- 
hold on the entire land. The Arab Congress 
in Jerusalem, as a protest against the 
inclusion of the Balfour Declaration in 
Britain's mandate, has decreed a general 
strike from Thursday to Saturday next. 
Leading Arabs declare that they will do 
everything in their power to retain the 
sympathy and the good-will of the British 
people, but ‘they will not tolerate the 
supremacy of the Zionists in their country. 
The menace of Palestine is far more 
dangerous than anything that is likely 
to happen in Mesopotamia at present. For 
that reason Sir Donald Maclean and ‘his 
friends might turn their attention profit- 
ably from the Tigris to the Jordan.

The House of Lords. 


In 1912, after the passing of the Parlia- 
ment Act, the reform of the House of 
Lords became a “debt of honour which 
brooked no delay.’’ The Coalition Govern- 
ment inherited the debt,.but no attempt 
at payment has been made until now. 
Moreover, it is a half-hearted attempt. 
The two wings of the Government hold 
different views on the merits of a strong 
House of Lords. The Liberals seek to 
maintain the full supremacy of the Com- 
mons as guaranteed by the Parliament 
Act. The Conservatives dislike the clause 
in the Act that makes the definition of a 
money bill—with which the Lords cannot 
interfere—dependent on the Speaker's 
ipse dixit. The resolutions of which the 
Earl of Crawford gave notice yesterday 
seem to represent a compromise between 
the two schools of thought. On the one 
hand, they do not propose to restore the 
Lords’ veto as it existed before the Parlia-

Law and Insanity. . 


The Lord Chancellor of England has 
appointed a committee, under Lord Justice 
Atkin, which will examine and report 
upon the state of the law in regard to the 
plea of insanity at criminal trials. The 
need of such action—for it is a need—has 
been created by the theories and con- 
clusions of modern pathology. Until quite 
recently the opinion of the judges after 
Macnaughton’s trial was accepted without 
dispute in criminal cases where insanity 
was pleaded as a defence. It ‘was a safe 
ruling inasmuch as the judges’ view of 
the balance of probability coincided with 
the public interest. Now, . however, ihe 
lawyers and the pathologists have come 
into conflict. The law found that Ronald 
True was a conscious murderer, and con- 
demned him to death. The pathologists 
reported that, after the sentence, he was 
in a state of insanity, and the Home 
Secretary, acting on their evidence, put 
him in a lunatic asylum “during His 
Majesty’s pleasure.” It is, from the 
public’s point of view, an unsatisfactory 
situation. The law ought to be re-stated 
in more-modern terms and the powers of 
the Home Office in such cases ought to be 
defined and settled beyond dispute. - The 
Lord Chancellor’s Committee has authority 
to recommend changes in the existing law, 
practice and procedure relating to 
trials where the plea of insanity is raised. 


Eastern Epidemics. 


“No man liveth to himself and no man 
dieth to himself.” In many ways, most 
of them bitter, the truth of that old state- 
ment is being forced upon the-attention 
of the world. Now comes disease from 
the East—Russia and Eastern Europe— 
to remind men and women in still another 
way that their neighbour's misfortune, if 
neglected and ignored, soon may fall upon 
themselves. The famine and poverty of 
Russia have created conditions ideal for 
the rapid spread: of diseases, especially 
the dreaded epidemics of holera, relapsing 
fever and typhus. During the first three 
months of the present year the victims 
vf these diseases were numbered in 
hundreds of thousands. The . hospital 
systems of Russia, poor at the best, have 
been decreased by about eighty per cent. 
owing to lack of money and the absence 
of stores and medicines. .[n Soviet Russia 
typhus has claimed’ more than half a 
million victims, while five million people 
are said to be starving in the Ukraine. 
At Kharkoff forty thousand persons die 
every month out of an original population 
of eight hundred: thousand. Death and 
disease seem, like civilisation, to be march- 
ing westward. Already Poland has had 
nearly sixty thousand cases of typhus and 
relapsing fever, and vitality is so low 
that even measles has become a fatal 
scourge.

University Settlements. 


Because it has gained its greatest growth 
in the United States most Americans be- 
heve that the university settlement move 
ment originated in America. This fallacy is 
being exposed by the first International 
Conference of the movement, which is now 
being held in London. Such settlements 
are now scattered throughout the world, 
including India and Japan; but the first 
was founded in memory of Arnold Toynbee 
at Whitechapel, in 1885. Viscount Milner 
addressed three hundred delegates at the 
conference. The great idea of the enter- 
prise—at once its motive power and) its 
object—is personal service to the poor. A 
part of this service is the encouragement 
and guidance of bright, intelligent minds 
which might go wrong because of the lack 
of opportunities to go right. By their 
work in the movement university men are 
enabled to learn, at first-hand, something 
of the character of the poor, ‘of their 
struggles, ‘aims and ambitions. Although 
the expressed object of university men in 
living in these settlements is to help the 
poor, the spirit of patronising superiority is 
condemned and the learning is held to 
be quite as important as the teaching.

The recipients of honorary degrees were 
loudly applauded as they Were, with academic 
ceremonial, escorted to the platform, and there 
received parchments from the hands of the 
Vice-Chancellor. They were presented by the 
Deans of the various Pacu:tiés and eulogiums 
were delivered. 

Introducing the Prime Minister, the Dean of 
the Faculty of Law said:—‘I first present to 
you for the honorary degree of Doctor of Laws 
one who may fitting!y receive that degree ae 
having much to do both im the making and 
th® administering of law among us. The 
Prime Minister of Northern Ireland has given 
long and patient service to his country under 
grave responsibilities. The University wishes to 
recognise that service by conferring upon him 
such honcur as it can give and to add his name 
to those of the statesmen and administrators 
who are already upon its rolls.” (Loud 
applaciee. ) 

VICE-CHANCELLOR’S ADDRESS. 

The Vice-Chancellor referred to the large 
number of graduates, and said that he was 
glad to:think that: among them were women 
students who had greatly distin-nished them- 
selves. (Applause.) This aa no new feature 
in the history of their, University. He had the 
honour or, as some people sal at the time, the 
folly of agitating for the inclusion of women 
among the ranks of their students. Now 
women students occupied exactly the same 
standing as the men, and they were eligible for 
any office in the University, right up to the 
Chancellorshi, itself. : 

The Vice-Chancellor then referred to the late 
Sir Henry Musgrave, Mr. John Sinclair, and 
Sir John Burke, and paid a touching tribute to 
the late Field-Marshal Wilson, who was to have 
received a degree that day. Referring to Mr 
Musgrave, the Vice-Chancellor refminded them 
that in his last will he made benefactions to 
Queen’s University which amounted to £57,000. 
(Applause.) Mr. Musgrave was a man whom 
they all dearly loved. There was still another 
great man who had passed away, not a member 
of the Senate, but a staunch friend of the 
University, and he was sure they would all 
agree with him when he said that he referred 
to Field-Marshal Sir Henry Wilson. The 
students especially knew what a friend he was 
to that University. (Hear, hear.) They re- 
mombered the addresses that he used to give 
them, and remembered especially one address 
which he delivered in their Examination Hall. 
They aiso remembered how, only a few weeks 
ago, the Field-Marshal unveiled a monument to 
the memory of members of the Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps who had fallen in the fight. 

Well, Sir Henry Wilson was no more. They 
would have noticed Sir Henry's name among 
those who were to receive honorary degrees 
that day. His name had passed through ‘all 
the necessary, stages up till the last, when death 
came and . struck him down, and td 
would be his (the Vice-Chancellor’s) 
privilege that day, formally, though they 
could not admit the hving man to the office, 
to mark him an honorary graduate of the 
University. whose name would be for all time 
on their list of honourary graduates and for 
ever revered. 

LADY WILSON’S LETTER. 

The large audience rose while a few bars 
from the Dead March’ in “Saul” were played 
by the organist, in memory of the Field- 
Marshal.

GERMANY'’S FUTURE: 


Mr. Ernest Franklin, of Messrs. Samuel! 
Montagu and Company, who is one of the 
best known financial experts in the City of 
London, stated to-day that Germany-'s 
not in a bad way; for, im his opinion, she 
is in every way prepared for a fine future. 
She is in a totally different position from 
other countries which have inflated 
currencies. A group of German indus- 
trialists and financiers hold several million 
nounds’ worth of foreign securities 
Indeed, this is the case to such an extent 
that manufacturers would look upon a 
depreciation of the sterling or dollar 
currency as a greater catastrophe than, 
that of the mark. So far as the Germans 
who count in the financial world are con- 
cerned, “he decline in their own and the 
rise in foreign currency is proving beno- 
ficial to them. If it were possible for the 
Jerman Government, to obtain contro! of 
these sums, the result would be that the 
Germans would be placed on an: equal 
basis with us, mstead of being, as In some 
respects they are, on a more favourable 
basis, Matters can only be remedied when 
Germany gets a (Government strong 


}enough to obtain control of the foreign 


securities and to put a limit to its paper 
currency. 

Two records. for the University match 
were broken to-day, and a third very 
nearly went.

THE POLICY OF “ SCUTTLE.” 

The Houee of Commons went into Committee 
of Supply yesterday on a vote of £4,363,100 
for sundry Middle Eastern services in connec- 
tion with the Colonial Office. 

Sir Donald Maclean moved a reduction of 
‘£100. He protested against the way in which 
the estimate was presented, under which the 
military commitments in respect of the Middle 
Last appeared on the Colonial Office vote in- 
stead of the War Office vote. He asked ques- 
ions on various points of administration i 
regard to Mesopotamia, or Irak. How many 
armies were there, he asked, operating in Irak 
ai present P They appeared to have poured 
out milhons in providing railways in that 
country ” What was to be the future of these 
railways P He also wished to know what was 
the policy of the Government generally in 1e- 
gard to Irak. 

The Arabs appeared to be very discoatented 
with the position of affairs ae they existed 
under the mandate, and to desire to get back 
to Arab independence and sovereignty. There 
was a @iluation arising, if it had pot arisen, 
where the Government, if they guided their 
policy wisely, mght have an opportunity of 
cutting their loss im Mesopotansa and bringing 
down Britain s$ hold on the country practically 
to the’ policy suggested by Mr. Asquith over 
two years ago. here was a chance of revers- 
ing an ill-conceived policy, and of going back on 
what had been a gross mistake that cost not 
less than £100,000,000 in three or four years. 

Captain C. Coote said that Mr. Asquith had 
consistently advocated a policy of scuttle in 
Irak on the sole grounds of economy and con- 
venience. If they. followed that policy and 
established themselves at Basra, the 
Arabs would eay that Britain's object 
ihrottle their trade, In carrying out a policy 
of evacuation they should not be acting as 
honourable men. The Arabs were not prepared 
to sdo witkout European assistance. iw 

Colonel Wedywood said that he did not see 
why King Feisul should not become an indepen- 
dent King of Irak, if he so desired. 

Mr. Mosley said that Britain’s mandate in 
lrak was regarded ‘th erave suspicion all over 
the world. Apparently they were now going to 
surrender all the functions of government in 
that country while retaining al) the responsi- 
bilities with which they had been hitherto 
shackled. They were under no obligation to 
burden the British taxpavers on behalf of a 
people who did not want them. 

Captain Elliott claimed that there was no- 
thing injurious in the alteration in their status 
that was asked for by the Arabs. Britain had 
the opportunity of entering on a new stage of 
co-operation with Islam. 

Commander Kenworthy asked what was the 
position with regard to oil exploitation in Trak. 
He was a supporter of the policy of scuttle. 


COLONIAL SECRETARY. 


VIGOROUS REPLY TO CRITICS, 


Mr. Churchill said that there had been no 
change in the Government's policy with regard 
to Irak since he last spoke on the subject 
earlier in the session. Having spent over 
£100,000.000 on the country, and at a time 
when, perhaps, the expenditure of one-tenth of 
that amount might bring success, was it not 
worth while to persevere rather than cast away 
all that had been spent. in the past. and exhibit 
themselves before all the nations as having 
undertaken a mandate which thev were unable 
io fulfil? Having created conditions in 
a country for which they undertook 
responsibility, which would be little 
short of actual anarchy, it would be an 
act of enormous self-stultification if the House 
were now to decide, without regard to the cir- 
cumstances and to Britain’s commitments, to 
order an immediate evacuation of Irak. 

He had urged a concentration of expenditure 
in the Middle East under one head in the in- 


terests of economy, and there had been the 
enormous saving during the last year of over 
£18,000,000. There had been nothing like it in 
‘any other field. First, there had been a re- 
duction of expenditure from £35,000,000 to 
£27,000,000, and now from £27,900,000 to 
£9,000,000 or £10,000,000; and, though that 
great reduction had been effected only by a 
vast expulsion of troops from the country, not a 
single soldier bad been killed in cither Palestine 
or Irak proper durihg the. past twelve or 
eighteen months. 

If things continued to prosper the expendi- 
ture next year would be something in the neigh- 
bourhood of £5,000,000, and there would be a 
considerable further reduction the year after. 

A prejudice had grown up throughout the 
East against the word “ mandate,” which was 
thought to imply some sort of degradation. 
The attitude of the King and Assembly of Irak 
was that they would like to deal with Great Bri- 
tain direct,without any worry as to a mandate or 
the League of Nations,* dnd he had had to ex- 
plain quite frankly to them what the real posi- 
tion was. Those Irakuans who had been press- 
ing most for the abrogation of the mandate 
had ‘been the first to say that, rather than 
Britain should withdraw her aid from their 
country, they would endeavour to reconcile 
their people to the mandate and disarm their 
prejudices on the subject. 

On that basis he hoped that it might very 
soon be possible to. reach a satisfactory treaty, 
which would have fo: be submitted to the 
League of Nations, together with the mandate,

A year ago yesterday the political truce 
between the Sinn Fein Party and the 
British Cabinet was arranged, and with it 
eame fervent hopes that Ireland was at 
length to enjoy some measure of peace. 
It is idle now to dwell on the failure of 
such hopes. To-day the land is still dis- 
turbed, not by international,- but inter- 
necine - strife. 7 

While further progress was reported by 
national troops in various parts of the 
country yesterday, it is obvious that it 
will be some time before peace is fully 
restored. It was learned that, owing to 
the interrupted railway’ service in some 
districts in the South and West, there is 
a possibility that the opening of the Pro- 
visional Parliament, announced for Satur- 
day, may be: further adjourned unless the 
services show signs of improvement. This 
decision will, however, only be taken as a 
last resort, as Ministers are anxious to 
get the new Legislature functioning as 
early as possible. Its assistance in restor- 
ing stable conditions is certainly not being 
overlooked. i ; 

'There seems to be an impression that the old 
arrahgement by which the “ Second Dail ' was 
to meet before the opening of the Constituent 
Assembly still holds good, but this is not. the 
case, as that body, which. distinguished itself 
by its verbosity, is now no more. 

Messrs. Griffith and Collins, and other 
Ministers were again in (frequent con- 
sultation yesterday, but no official statements 
regarding the political situation were forth- 
coming. it is not, however, unlikely that some 
authoritative information regarding the meet- 
ing of Parliament will be available to-day, as 
time is running short and interest in the pro- 
ceedings is daily growing. 

The Parliament is announced to assemble in 
the Theatre of the Royal: Dublin Society, 
Leinster House, at Tl o'clock un Saturday, and 
it is expected that a vg tag chairman will 
be elected until the roll has been called. A 
Speaker will -then be appointed, and it is pro- 
bable that the next business will be the elec- 
tion of a President. After a short Presidential 
address,.an adjournment will, in all probability, 
bé announced though an attempt may be made 
to initiate a debate on the present campaign 
against the Irregulars. ‘Should it succeed, the 
Government will not shirk, the fullest discussion.

STATEMENT BY WAR SECRETARY. 


In reply to Major Boyd Carpenter and Vice- 
Admiral Sir Reginald Hall, who questioned aim 
concerning the.steps taken to secure the re- 
lease of the three officers and the Roya] Army 
Service Corps driver kidnapped at Macroom 
on the 26th April, , 

Sir L. Worthington-Evans writes:—As the 
three officers and the driver did not return to 
Ballincollig or Cork, a military search party 
was sent in the evening from Ballincollig to 
see if any break-down had occurred on the 
road, but no information could be obtained. 
On the 27th a military search purty was sent 
to Macroom. General information obtained by 
piecing together various scraps of evidence 
showed that the three officers and the driver 
had been kidnapped there, but the Irregulars, 
who were in occupation of Macroom Castle, said 
thet no officers had been arrested in that 


place. 

“On the 28th information obtained showed 
definitely that the officers had gone to Macroom, 
and had arrived there at about 1 p.m. Another 
search party, therefore, was sent out. The 
Irregulars were again visited, but denied that 
they -had any information. Two officers cf 
this party were shown over Macroom Castle, 
and they were told that there were three 
prisohers, who were shown to them. These 
prisoners were not the officers or the driver. 

On-the same day the General Officer Com- 
manding-in-Chiet made representations to the 
Provisional Government in Dublin. On the 
29th further inquiriés were made in Cork in 
various directions, but no further information 
could be obtained. On the 30th April a Staff 
Officer, with a military escort, was sent to 
Macroom to pursue the inquiries. He succeeded 
in finding out that the party had beep seen 
in Macroom, but the Irreguiars again denied 
that they had kidnap them or knew any- 
thing about what had happened to them. 

On the lst May the investigations were con- 
tinued. On the 2nd May- tha same Staff Officer, 
with officers of both sections of the LR.A. 
(Regular and Irregular) went to Macroom with 
an escort of four armoured cars and a 
Crossleys, to make further investigations, but 
he could obtain no further information. 

In the opinion of the General Officer Com- 
mending, the representative of the Provisional 
Government was genuinely anxious to ascertain 
the fate of the missing and man, 

This was the last search party which was sent 
out, but inquiries were continued, and rumours 
of all sorts were followed up immediately, the 
balance of evidence pointing steadily to the con- 
clusion that the party had been murdered. In 
all cases the parties of troops which were sent 
as escorts with the search parties were sufficient 
for the purpose of overawing small bodies of 
rebels, and protecting themselves in cases of 
attack by a large body. 

The last party—that. of the 2nd May—was the 
strongest, and consisted of about 6) men. . It 
was not correct to say that this force retired 
without any efforts to rescue the officers and 
man captured. Their orders were not to attack 
‘Macroom CGasile, but to obtain information. 
Any attack on Macroom Cas‘le would have in- 
creased the danger to the party if they were 
still alive, and it was not thought that it would 
lead to their release, as previous experience 
made it. practically certain that they would 
have been removed from Macroom immediately 
into the hills. i :

The Afutin says that the delegates declared 
that Germany could not make the next pay- 
ments due in specie, and in the event of 
Germany being granted a moratorium she 
would increase her deliveries in kind. The 
newspaper understands that the Allied dele- 
gates did not conceal their belief that Germany 
was in a great measure responsible for the fall 
of the mark. 

It confirms the report that the Allied dele- 
gates will take wo further action before re- 
ceiving the report of the Guarantees Com: 
mittee.

A singed fragment of an old record, blown 


‘into the air om the day of the great explo.ion 


at the Dublin Four Courts, came to earth in 
St. Andrew street. It bore the date 2nd- ep- 
; ned by a marksman, 
Patrick Fox, who acknowledged himself bound 
in the sum of five pounds to keep the peace 
towards all His Majesty's subjects for a period 
of five years from date, in default of which—--. 
The remainder of the document is missing, 
but there is attached the signature, Jos. 5 
Burke, apparently that of the magistrate. 

. Other pieces of documents were picked up 
far down the North Wall, and a gentleman 
at Lapsdowne road found a piece of a will 
lying in his garden, Instances of this kind 
might be multiplied over aud over again, and 
perhaps some of these fragments of documents 
may prove of great value. 

In the meantime a few minutes may te 
usefully spent in considering what an official 
of the Public Record Office of Ireland described 
as a disaster of the first magnitude. It was 
to the Record Office at the Four Courts that 
historians resorted for authentic details of -arly 
times in Ireland. The building in which the 
records were housed was considered absolutely 
safe. Indeed, so strong was this belief -hat 
the Government some time ago removed from 
the Wardrobe Tower, or, as it is now popularly 
called, the Bermingham Tower, in Dublin 
Castle, a number of precious documents, and 
transferred their custody to the Keeper of «he 
Records at the Four Courts. The Bermingham 
Tow: still stands; the Record Office and “ta 
contents are a heap of. ashes, ! 

The Record Office was built in 1867, and 
various historical doéuments whic’) at that ime 
were housed in other buildings in Dublin, were 
transferred to the new dépót. This centralisa- 
tion of the public records in one building was 
attended with excellent results. Hundreds cf 
references were made every day to old docu- 
ments of various kinds, and the whole of 
Ireland was indebted to the staff of “ecord 
keepers for the facility with which every. refer- 
ence could be verified. The Records of Ireland 
have in the past suffered from great vicissitudes 
atid grievous ‘oss offvaltnable materia! for bis. 
tory; but the recent disaster is the greatest 
of all. Many of the’ original documents that 
have been destroyed can newer be replaced, by 
copies or otherwise; but tortunately copies ef 
some of them exist, and to that extent the 
loss is lessened. &4 


WHOLE COUNTRY AFFECTED. 

In ap interview with an official of the depart- 
ment it was learned in a general way chat 
the destruction of the Record Office will affect 
the every-day life of the country. This snis- 
fortune, however, will be so far-reaching. that 
only a few instances can be given i an article 
of this description. : 

The ‘Census returns for the periods 1821, 
1841, and 185], for instance, are yone. These 
returus were continually being referred to in 
connection. with the verification of the age of 
applicants for old age pensions, and tor 
genealogical purposes and family relathonships,, 
as ticy contained particulars of the state of 
families at the respective periods. From the 
year 1864 compulsory registration of births, 
marriages, and deaths, came into qperationu, and 
thenceforward these particular registers have 
been. in. the custody. of. the  Registrar-Generai 
at Charlemont House. 

After the passing of the Act of 1875, the 
registers of só per cent. of the parishes of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church were transferred 
from the parishes to the Record Office, and 
as these were the only records of the kind in 
Ireland continual reference was being made to 
them. Some of these registers began so tar 
back as 1636, some in 1700, and others, again, 
date from 1820. The diocesan registers, «Hw 
have also ben destroyed, contained complete 
particulars of all diocesan matters covering the 
period dealt with. 

What was known-as the testamentary collec- 
tion has also been destroyed. Lt imcluded wills 
made under the ecclesiastical jurisdiction up to 
the year 1858. From that year:until 1eS9 all 
wills proved in the district registries, and also 
in the principal registry, were deposited in the 
Record Office, and on numerous occasions as 
many as 100 references were made to them for 
one purpose or another. Approximately, there 
were about: half a million of these old wills im 
the Record Office. Since 1899 wills have been 
kept in the strong room of the Probate Offce 
and also in the country registries. As the 
Dublin Registry has also been destroyed, it has 
not. been found possible, so far, to examine the 
strong room. . 

The historical records of every branch of the 
High Courts of. Justice were deposited. mm the 
Record Office, and by their means the legal 
history of the country ‘could be traced back to 
very early times. The loss of ‘the rentals and 
schedules: of incumbrances lodged in the In- 
cumbered and Landed Estates and Land Judges’ 
Courts will be particularly felt by all persons 
having dealings with old estates. They were im 
constant request, and, except in a comparatively 
few cases, they cannot be replaced. 


PARLIAMENT RECORDS. 


The nation has also lost the original records 
of the Trish Houses of Parliament which were 
abolished by the Act of Union. The reports ot 
extinct Commissions were likewise preserved in 
the Record Office. 

Columns might be written of the original mis- 
cellaneous docunients that were preserved with 
loving care, chief among them being the ancient 
bulls, grants, leases, and other muniments be- 
longing to the Dean and Chapter of Christ 
Church Cathedral, Dublin, and covermg the 
period 1174-1867. The records of the old Dubhn 
guilds were stored in the Record Office, as were 
also the registers of the Huguenot, churches in 
Dublin and Cork, and of the man Fund. 
The Royal Hospital (military headquarters) re- 
cords were transferred to the Record Office from 
Kilmainiiam in 1902. There was also a mass of 
other precious documents deposited there for 
safe-keeping, all of which have been lost. 

General regret - will be felt at’ the loss of 
documents of th: greatest value relating to the 
Cromwellian petiod in Ireland. This collection 
included the Council books, which contained 
most interesting and, from a historical point of 
view, most important entries. The collection 
was formerly stored in the Dublin Custom 
House, and was there during the great fire in 
1711, but, fortunately, escaped: serious myury. 
‘The maps of the. Down Survey “were also 
partly destroyed by the fire im 1711, and, sub- 
yect to any salvage that may be recovered from 
the ruins of the Record Office, fire would now 
appear to have completed the destruction of all 
this important series of documents. 

The only things that cam: raesonably be 
hoped to have. eseaped destruction are those 
that were in the strong room in the basement. 
This room is believed. to be still intact, but 
cannot yet be approached. Here, were placed 
the valuable By woke to judicial proceedings, 
covering a long period of time.

AN URGENT NECESSITY.

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— — 


The report that M. Poincaré has been in- 
vited to London in connection with some plan 
for discussing anew the firancial position ot 
Germany is.declared to be incorrect, Matters 
have not yet reached that stage. The problem 
is swiftly unfolding, and the task of taking a 
decision and framing a clear plan has become 
urgent. Foresight appears to be excluded now 
fromthe conduct of international policy. The 
.politicians think: hard ov'~ when catastrophe 
appears on the horizon. There is a Continental 
saying that the peasert+ makes the sign of the 
Cross only when it thunders. 

The whole question of reparations, which 
ought to have been reviewed months ago, IS 
violently thrust upon the attention. of Euro 
pean statesmen by a sudden fall in the mark 
that ought to have been foreseen, and by 
many was foreseen. However exciting the fall 
of the mark or its consequences in Germany 
may be, the immediate necessity is to keep a 
clear head and to frame a plan of consistent 
and resolute action for a prolonged period. The 
first step is to make proper arrangements for 
the payment of our own debt to the United 
States by means of the issue of bonds calcu- 
lated preferably in large categories. 

When our own credit in regard to the United 
States is thus firmly established, we may pro- 
ceed to deal energetically with the debts owing 
to us from our Allies, France and Italy. If 
our Allies are willing to pay these debts in the 
“C” Bonde of the German reparations due to 
them, we could at once cancel the debts and re- 
duce the total liabilities of Germany by tearing 
up these bonds. On our part we might furthe~ 
contribute to the reduction of German liabilities 
by tearing up a proportionate quantity of the 
German “C” Bonds due to us. By such 
resolute measures as these on the part of Great 
Britain the whole problem of reparations would: 
be made amenable to more reasonable treat- 
ment. . k: ; 

The psychological effect of such straichtfor- 
ward action would hé even more valuable than 
its materia! and logical issve. It would be 
easier then for the Bankers’ Conference to meet 
again and to discuss with greater hope of 
success the possibilities of an international loan 
that would give some relief from the immediate 
peril. There is an urgent necessity to act, and 
to act quickly; for destructive forces are 
gathered now that will take swift advantage of 
the ruin that will be the inevitable consequences 
of delay. 


THE UPPER HOUSE. 
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GOVERNMENT’S RESOLUTIONS. 


The Government have at last tabled their re- 
solutions om the réform of the House of Lords, 
savs The Times. They have heer produced in 
fulfilment of undertakings of such long standing 
that a great section of the public has forgotten 
they were ever made. Only in the fourth vear 
of their reign have the Administration seriously 
hethought themselves of this pressing obligation. 
Whatever their ultimate fate, there is nothine 
in the resolutions themselves in justife belief 
that they are more than a sop to sectional im- 
patience. 

Tt is an open secret that there is no definite 
agreement in recard to the cuestions they raise 
either in the Cabinet or in the Coslition. They 
have plainly heen drofted to offend as few sup- 
porters as possible. These resolutions may serve 
their apparent purpose of. stimulating discussion 
We cannot, however, attach any real imvnortance 
to mere scaffolding when no plan anpears to 
exjst, and there is certainty no sien of practica) 
construction. If. and when. the Government 
present a bill comprising considered and concrete 
proposals for the reconstitution of the House of 
Lords, and for the readiustment of its rela- 
tionship with the House of Commons, it will be 
time to exercise the careful scrutiny such a 
measure would demand.

GERMAN WIRELESS SETS. 

The Political Correspondent, of the Daily Mail 
writes:—An important decision affecting the 
future of wireless broadcasting in Great Britain 
was made by the Cabinet yesterday. The wire- 
less companies who are proposing to operate 
services in England have represented to the 
Postmaster-General that they will be unable to 
do so unless foreign-made receiving sets are 
excluded from thie country, since their principal 
revenue consists in the sale of such instruments, 
and they could not compete at the present time 
with German makers. The Postmaster-Genera! 
brought thigmatter before the Cabinet, and it 
is understood,that he has been authorised to 
inform the companies that the Government are 
prepared to take the necessary steps to prevent 
the importation of such instruments.

NATIONAL TROOPS’ 
STAND. 


The latest reports from Wexford iadlcáií (ál 
the operations of the National troops in that 
county have been signally successful. The towns 
of Ferns, Wexford, and Enniscorthy are now 
entirely im the hands of the troops, and the 
Irregulars have retreated to the country. 

Enniscorthy hae been the scene of some sharp 
engagements. The Irregulara were in occupa- 
tion of the Courthouse, St. Mary's Protestant 
Church, and other premises. Hostilities were 
opened on the night of Sunday, the 2nd inst.., 
when an attack was made on the National 
troops stationed in the Castle and police bar- 
racks. Bombe, hand grenades, and machine 
guns were used in the course of the conflict. 

On Wednesday afternoon, after an atiack 
which lasted for almost three days, the Natjonal 
forces, who were considerably outnumbered, 
were obliged to surrender Before this hap- 
pened some of the local clergy had intervened 
and opened negotiations Earlier in the dav 
the Irregulars had been reinforced by a party 
from Tipperary. under the command of Mr. 
Ernest O'Malley. 

On Friday news reached the 
Nationa) forces were advancing 
Almost immediately the Irregulars evacuated 
all posts and retreated ito the country. Later 
in the evening a Dublin column of the National 
troops entered the town amidst the cheering of 
the townspeople. The troops entered into oc- 
cupation of the positions that had just been 
evacuated: but the Courthouse had been de- 
stroyed by the Irregulars before their departure. 

At about the time when the fighting began 
at Enniscorthy the positions held by the 
National troops in Ferns were attecked by Ir- 
regulars, who had entered the town a 
few days previously and seized a number 
of buildings. A heavy fire was directed 
om the National troops and 
was maintained for over f hours.

On Friday the clergy, who had opened up 
negotiations in Enniscorthy, visited the town, 
and the National forces, after a consultation, 
agreed to surrender. 

Early on Saturcday morning a 
Nationa! troops arrived from Gorey, 
Irregulars occupying the post office w: 
on to surrender. They refused, and machine 
guns were then brought into action by the 
National forces. After a few minutes’ exchange 
of fire the Irregulars, numbering about 30, 
surrendered with.their arms and ammunition. 

On the adva»ce of the National forces to 
Wexford. the buildings seized by the Irregulars 
during the week were evacuated, and the troops 
entered into undisputed possession. It is stated 
that the Irregulars ave now concentraiing in 
Newtownbarry 

The casualties in the Wexford operations to 
date are three dead and twenty wounded. In 
the Ferns conflict one of the Irreguiars was 
killed. Rev. M. Kinsella. C.C., received a slight 
wound while attending to a wounded Naiional 
soldier. 
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MAIL TRAIN ROBBED. 
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REGISTERED LETTERS CARRIED 
AWAY. 

The 6.45 niail train from Dublin to Belfast 
yesterday morning was held up just as it was 
about to enter Northern territory, at a point 
between Mount Pleasant and. Adavoyle Station. 

A number of men took part in the raid, the 
details of which are meagre, but it is under 
stood that once they succeeded in getting the 
train stopped they made for the mail van. 

Here they thoroughly ransacked the bags, 
but fortunately the mail was a light one.

MILITARY SERGEANT'S DEATH. 


Dr. Louis Byrne, Dublin City Coroner, held 
an inquest at the Meath Hospital yesterday on 
Sergeant Johu A. Byrne; National Forces, ‘Por- 
tobello Barracks, who was fatally shot on 9tb 
inst. at Greenmount lane, Harold’s Cross. 
Sergeant. Byrne, with eight other volunteer:

There was some sniping 
at the troops, and the Sergeant went alene-with 
a revolver into Greenmount lane to locate the 
snipers. Some shots were heard while he was 
away, and the Sergeant was subsequently found 
lying wounded in the lane.

THE LAND REGISTRY. 
3 EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Fhuil moch. á in your issue of the lOth 
inst, dealing with the Land Registry, your 
corr ndent is not correct in his history. of 
that} department. He states :—' The old office 
was ed so long ago as 1708, and was housed 
along with its sister department, the age? of 
Deeds, King’s Inns, Henrietta street.” The 
department founded in 1708 was the Registry 
of Deeds, and it was then housed in Dublin 
Castle. The precursor of the Land Registry in 
Ireland was the “ Record of Title” Office, Four 
Courts, established in 1865, for the purpose of 
giving facility for the “ recording of owner- 
ship” derived by purchase through the In- 
cumbered Estates Court. Few people availed 
themselves of this “ facility,”’ as the recording 
of ownership was at the option of the purchaser, 
and even of these few a large percentage sub- 
sequently removed their “record” from the 
“i Register.” ! 

The scheme was a failure, and the question 
of land registry remained in abeyance until the 
Landowners’ Convention took up the matter, 
and, with the late Mr. Brougham Leech as 
their protagonist, launched their campaign with 
the publication, ' Registration of Title versus 
Registration of Assurance “ (1891). In the same 
year they succeeded in securing the passing of 
the Registration of Title (Ireland) Act, the 
charter of the present Land Registry. The 
new department began operations under the 
wing of the veteran Registry of Deeds in 1892, 
and removed in 1914 to its new offices in the 
Four Courts, opposite the Bridé¢well. - 

Your correspondent also states that “ as each 
title became registered in the Land Registry, 
the Registry of Deeds was closed as regarded 
the title so registered.” The fact in this case is

The maco 
had been taken to pieces, and each piece was 
wrapped in paper and placed in the cavity in 
the floor. olland made a statement, in which 
he declared that an officer of the National Army 
brought a silver mace into his house and asked 
him to take care of it until the trouble was 
over. 

Holland now made a statement in Court, and 
said that he kept the mace until the next 
day. There were Regular soldiers in his house 
and he saw the officer again. The officer tol 
him then that he could keep the mace for him. 
self as a souvenir. “I understood then that 
he was in the Sligo Hotel,” he added. 

In reply to Mr. O’Reilly, Holland said that 
the sodiers knew that he had the mace. He 
hid it beeause he did not want any of the other 
people in the house to see it. 

Mr. O'Reilly said that the .mace must have 
been stolen. It devolved upon the accused to 
give a satisfactory explanation, if he could, as 
to how the mace.came legally into his pos- 
session. The mace, it appeared, had been 
brought to the Four Courts Hotel, and the 
mystery was how it got into the possession of 
the accused. The Criminal Investigation De- 
partment at Oriel House would be able to prove 
that no officer gave it to Holland. If the pri- 
soner’s story was true, then a very serious situa- 
tion arose, and the officer in question would 
have to be discovered and courtmartialled. One 
of the senior officers who had been in the Four 
Courts area pressed to have this charge tho- 
roughly examined.

Mr. Churchill—I am aware that a number of 
those who have been compelled to seek refuge 
from Ireland in this country have obtained de- 
crees in respect of malicious injury to property 
in Ireland. As the House is aware, by arrange- 
ment between the two Governments concerned 
a Commission under the chairmanship of Lord 
Shaw has been set up to deal with such decrees, 
and in these circumstances His Majesty's 
Government could not see their way to set up a 
further Commission for the purpose indicated. 
I am, however, assured by the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer that in individual cases of excep- 
tional hardship advances can be made from 
Imperial funds, to be repaid out of any sums 
which may be awarded to the holder of the de- 
cree by the Compensation Ireland Commission.

A HOPELESS CRIMINAL. 


An old man named Peter McKevitt pleaded 
guilty: to an indictment charging him with 
maliciously breaking.a pane of glass in the 
establishment of Joseph Fanning, 555 North 
Circular road.

ALLEGED ARMED RAIDER. 


William Somers, of Jervis street, Dublin, was 
charged with having, in company with two 
other men unknown, all armed with revolvers, 
on the 28th January last, “held up” Richard 
Dowd, Edmund Butler, and Maurice Costello, 
threatened them, and took from Costello a 
sum of £18. 
The prisoner pleaded “ not guilty.’ 
Mr. Joseph Ó'Connor (instructed by Messrs. 
Gerald Byrne Co.) 
defence. 
Mr. Carrigan, K.C., in opening the case, said 
that the raid occurred between noon and one 
o'clock p.m. on Saturday, 28th January, when 
three men, armed with revolvers and with the 
lower parts of their faces covered with hand- 
kerchiefe, went into the premises of Mr. 
Costello, 35 Rathmines road. At the rear of 
the shop was a small factory, where Mr, 
Costello made window blinds. This was one 
of these audacious and disgraceful robberies 
which occurred apparently no place else but in 
this country. Mr. Costello had gone to the 
bank to obtain money for the wages, 
and was out when the men came to the place. 
They first entered a room -below the factory, 
and were heard speaking there. One of 
men went down and found three men, who 
resented revolvers at him. They asked was 
r. Costello in, and when the man said that he 
was not they ordered him to go upstairs again 
and they followed him. When they reache 
the upper room, which Dowd had come from, 
there was another workman there, and both 
were ordered to put their faces to the wall, 
and two of the men stood beside them with 
revolvers. They waited half an hour until Mr. 
Costello came back. When he came up he 
was seized by the neck, and these scoundrels 
ut him against a bench, searched him, and 
k £18 from him. Then two of them went 
raway, aúd the third, who would be identified 
as the pemeeer, turned the revolver on them, 
and told them, using an oath, that, if they ever 
identified anybody concerned in the raid, t 
would be riddled, and that if they (the raiders 
did not do it, other members of the gang would. 
That was the state that Dublin had fallen into, 
The prisoner was identi y Dowd as having 
a large swelling behind hie left ear. 
Evidence having been called on both sides, 
Mr. O'Connor, addressing. the jury for the 
defence, said that the evidence of identification 
was so unsatisfactory as to entitle his client to 
an acquittal. He | ró out that the scene 
of the raid was in Rathmines road, while evi- 
dence for the defence went to show that at 
the time of the raid the accused was at the 
scene of his work in Messrs. Duffy's printing 
works in Jervis street. 
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The foreman of the grand jury said that he’

SETTLING DOWN. 


JUDGE MOORE AND THE 
STATE OF ARMAGH. 


Addressing the Grand Jury at the opening of 
the County Armagh Summer Assizes yesterday 
afternoon, Mr. Justice Moore said that 165 cases 
had been reported, as against 108 in the cor- 
responding period of last year. Tie increase 
was lergely due to fourteen cases of firing et 
the person, and seventeen cases of robbery, as 
against four last year. The worst feature was 
the series of murders which happened in’ the 
week following the 17th of June. Two Catholics 
were murdered by some person in the neigh- 
bourhod of Newry, and almost immediately 
afterwards six people, including a woman, were 
taken out of their houses at nighi and shot 
dead—a most. disgraceful thing. Murder was 
always disgraceful and cowardly. Shortly after- 
wards two Special constables who incurred en- 
mity because they were” doing their duty as 
loyal, patriotic citizens, were shot dead near 
Keady. The only encouraging remarks that he 
had to make were that these outrages ap- 
peared to be an outburst of crime, only lasting 
for about a week. The county was again nor- 
mal, and he thought that the people generally 
in that law-abiding community did not take 
refuge in what had, unfortunately, happened in 
other parts of the county, and commit those 
terrible reprisals, which only meant adding 
murder te murder. 

Phe only proper reprisal known to the law, 
and appreciated by law-abiding citizens, was the 
reprisal of giving information to the duly con, 
stituted authority. That was the only reprisal 
of which the community could approve. S re- 
garded the present state of the county, the 
County Inapector considered that the situation 
was well in hand. He was quite optimistic with 
gee’ to the way in which affairs were settlinz 
own.

ARMS IN A HAY LOFT. 


WOMAN SENT TO PENAL 
SERVITUDE.

His Lordship—I am very sorry for the woman, 
because she is put in an impossible position, 
but she is responsible in law, and my duty here 
is not only to punish criminals, ‘but to try and 
prévent other people committing the same 
offence. He could not inflict a less sentence 
than three years’ penal servtiude, but, if the 
County Inspector reported at the end of six 
months, that matters in the neighourhood had 
settled dawn ,he would communicate with the 
Lord Lieutenant, and suggest her release.
